Nanking, Qet. 13.—To take con 

eubines amounts to adultery in the 
reyes of the. Law aud is therefore a 
legal ground for diverce. 
i This important ruling nas been 
rendered by ‘the Cammittee for the 
Uniform Interpretation of Laws 
and Ordinances under the Judicial 
Yuan. 

It is pointed out thar concubines 
enjoy no legal status under the new 
Chinese Civil Code. 
keep concubines amounts therefore 
to adultery and his wife may ob- 
tain a divorce in acvordance with 
Art,1032 of the Chinese Civil Code } 
which makes adultery a ground for 
divorce. It would also constitute a 
cogent ground for judicial separa. 
tion, within the menning of Art. 
1010 of the Code,. Where however 


concubines ‘are taken with the .ex- | 


press or tacit consent of the w ife, 
sho would be debarred from obtain. | 


ing a divorce on’ this ground, 


judicia! 
separation, Alimony will however 
follow in-cither ‘event. 

lt is expected that’ this) ruling | 
will contribute greatly towards the 
elimination of the practice of con- 
eubinage, which still prevails in 
certain parts of the country, and 
agninst which the modern, Chinese 
woman has been agitating.
